• The second occurrence of claim "22" has been changed to the identity of claim "23" and 
this claim is now dependent on claim 22.

2. Claims 15-23 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, alone or 
in combination, did not teach or fairly suggest the apparatus comprising mounting means on 
opposite ends of the spray conduit mounting the opposite ends of the spray conduit on the 
respective arms of the handle assembly to bridge the spray conduit between the arms of the 
handle assembly of the lawn mower, as set forth in claims 15 and 22.
